When  Cyrus  made  his  gold 
darics  and  silver  sigloi,  the 
first  coins  mentioned  in  the 
Bible,  he  certainly  gave  us 
something  on  which  to  ponder 
these  near  twenty-five  hun- 
dred years  later. 

We  must  be  cautious  not  to 
be  carried  away  by  semi- 
legend. As  honest  question- 
ers we  still  wonder  about 
that  image  on  the  coins  of 
Cyrus . We  should  like  to 
ask  him:  "Is  it  only  a pic- 
ture of  kingship?  If  it  is 
the  image  of  a king,  was  it 
a Darius?  If  Darius,  which 
Darius?  What  was  his  other 
name  ? " 

Sometimes  we  are  told,  that 
because  Cyrus  was  a strong 
and  faithful  Zoroastrian,  he 
chose  for  his  coins  the  image 
of  Darius  Hystaspis  (his-tas' 
pis),  who,  as  ruler,  had  been 
a devoted  friend  and  pro- 
tector of  Zoroaster,  found  of 
Zoroastrianism. 

We  never  find  a satisfactory 
answer  to  our  queries  about 
Darius;  so  we  must  content 
ourselves  with  simply  asking 
king  Cyrus , "Which  coin  or 
coins  of  Croesus  were  the 
Special  inspiration  for  your 
coins  for  your  Eastern  lands?" 

Now  we  are  on  firmer  ground. 
We  can  rely  in  confidence  on 
our  findings.  It  was  the  gold 
and  silver  staters  of  Croesus, 
that  inspired  Cyrus  to  coin- 
age. They  are  usually  longer 
than  wide.  The  gold  one  is 
the  first  pure  gold  coin  ever 
made.  Their  metallic  ratio 
is  1 - 10.  But  Cyrus  made 
his  1-20  (one  gold  coin 
worth  twenty  of  silver).  The 
Lydian  coins  have  their 
longer  way  horizontal.  The 
Persian  coin’s  longer  way--if 
the  coin  is  oval,  and  they 
usually  are--is  perpendicular. 

At  the  left  on  the  staters 
of  Croesus  is  a lion's  head 
with  wide-open  mouth.  On  the 
right,  facing  the  lion,  is 
the  horned  head  of  a bull. 

The  reverse  has  two  incuse 
squares;  usually  one  is 
larger  than  the  other. 

Fortunate  indeed,  is  th  e 
collector  who  can  cherish 
one  of  these  little  staters 
of  Croesus  of  561-547  B.C. 
in  his  gatherings.  He  has 
reason  to  feel  himself  "rich 
as  Croesus,"  for  these  little 
Lydian  staters,  prototypes  of 
Persian  darics  and  sigloi, 
have  become  very  scarce.

LEWIS  AND  CLARK 
GOLD  DOLLARS 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  Cen- 
tennial Exposition  held  at 
Portland,  Oregon,  in  1905  was 
also  commemorated  by  a souve- 
nir gold  dollar,  which  sold 
at  $2.00  each  or  six  for 
$10.00.  They  were  designed 
by  Charles  E.  Barber  and 
dated  1904  and  1905,  respec- 
tively. It  was  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  explora- 
tion of  the  Oregon  country  by 
Meriweather  Lewis  and  William 
Clark  in  1804-05-06. 

In  1904,  25,028  pieces  were 
coined  at  the  San  Francisco 
Mint,  of  which  15,028  were 
later  returned  and  melted;  and 
in  1905,  35,041  pieces  were 
coined  at  Philadelphia,  of 
which  25,041  were  returned 
and  melted.  A total  of 
60,069  coined,  40,069  melted 
and  only  20,000  sold.

The  management  of  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition 
held  at  St.  Louis,  1904,  re- 
quested Congress  to  nake  part 
of  the  general  appropriation 
in  commemorative  gold  dollars, 
the  issue  to  be  limited  to 
250,000  pieces.  A special 
Act  of  Congress  authorized 
these  pieces.  They  were  our 
first  commemorative  gold  dol- 
lars and  are  wonderful  ex- 
amples of  medallic  art  within 
a small  diameter,  designed  by 
Charles  E.  Barber,  and  coined 
at  Philaddphia. 

They  are  of  two  types;  one 
with  head  of  Thomas  Jefferson 
the  President  who  made  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  from  France 
in  1803;  the  other  with  the 
head  of  President  McKinley, 
who  signed  the  bill  giving 
the  Government's  sanction  to 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposi- 
tion. 

125,000  were  coined  of 
each  type  and  deposited  in 
the  Sub-treasury  at  St. Louis. 
In  1902,  75,080  pieces  were 
struck,  and  in  1903,  175,178 
were  struck,  all  bearing  the 
dates  "1803-1903?  However, 
only  35,000  were  sold  at 
$3.00  each.  The  rest 
(215,258)  were  returned  to 
the  Mint  and  melted  about 
1914.

Since  1873  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  birds  we  know  has 
been  an  integral  part  of  the 
Coat  of  Arms  of  Guatemala. 

This  inhabitant  of  the 
mountains  of  Central  America 
is  a Pharomacrus  Mocinno.  With 
a body  the  size  of  a dove,  the 
tail  plumage  of  the  male, 
reaches  three  and  one  half 
feet.  The  tail  plumage  of  the 
female  is  quite  short.  The 
predominant  color  is  green, 
but  the  tail  is  scarlet. 

Their  eggs  are  a pale  bluish- 
green  . 

Before  the  conquest  by  the 
Spaniards,  only  the  chiefs 
were  of  sufficient  rank  to 
wear  the  plumage  of  this  bird 
as  ornament. 

Over  seventy-five  years 
this  graceful  bird  has 
adorned  the  Coat  of  Arms  on 
the  coinage  of  Guatemala, 
always  in  a sitting  position, 
to  show  off  the  bright,  flow- 
ing plumage  to  its  best 
effect.
